Blakelock  is  one  of  the  group  of  American  immortals  ranking 
with  such  giants  as  George  Inness,  Homer  Martin  and  A.  H. 
Wyant.  A poet  and  a musician,  both  of  these  qualities  are  felt 
in  his  pictures,  but  his  greatest  claim  to  fame  rests  upon  his  mag- 
nificent color;  in  fact,  to  Blakelock  is  generally  assigned  the  first 
position  among  American  colorists.  He  spent  much  time  in  the 
far  West  among  the  Indians  and  many  of  his  pictures  depict  Indian 
life.  A mystic  and  a dreamer  he  painted  with  a passion  and  inten- 
sity that  is  finally  understood  and  appreciated.  Blakelock’s  case 
is  one  of  the  saddest  in  the.  annals  of  art;  neglected  and  actually 
wanting  the  necessities  of  life,  when  his  faculties  became  impaired, 
so  that  he  could  no  longer  paint,  the  public  began  to  realize  what 
genius  they  had  neglected.  In  the  Lambert  Sale  in  New  York  on 
February  22nd,  a Blakelock  brought  $20,000.  Five  small  Blake- 
locks  brought  over  $22,000.
